Mr. Belden:- 


The law (under which the Society was incorpor- 
ated) of 1848, page 319, has been repealed and the Society is now 
governed by The Membership Corporations Law. 

This law does not provide for a change of the name of 
a@ corporation, or the elimination of any of its objects; but the 
Legislature of the State may make such changes, though I do not 
advise it, neither do I deem it essential. 

Section 14 (Membership Law) provides for a change of 
number of directors (or managers) "by vote of the majority of its 
members present at an annual meeting" (Section 31 Limiting the num- 
per to thirty), a majority of the directors (or managers) to exe- 
cute and file (with Secretary of State and Covnty Clerk) a certifi- 
cate of the facts. s 

If this change is desired by the Executive Comnittee, 
Article V, Section 2, of the constitution mst be amended. 

Section 8 (Membership Law) requires nine (not seven) 
inembers to make a quorum, so that Chapter V, Section l, of the By- 
Laws must be amended by changing "seven" to "nine".
